NATION'S MARTYR 


RORNE TO TOMB 


Final Scene of Great Tragedy is 
Enacted Among the Home Folk 


Who Loved Him Best. 


Caixtoz, Ohio, Sopt. 19.—The last 


rites lor the dead were performed for 
the martyred president of the United 
States this afternoon. It was an im- 
pressive and sorrowful spectacle that 
marked the bearing- to the tomb of 
the lamented William BEcKinley. 


All of the highest of earth's great- 


est nation "were present to honor the 
dead and -were humble in their grief. 
An imposing military and civic pa- 
geant escorted the body of the be- 
loved president to beautiful West 
Lawn cemetery* 


The funeral procession started from 


the WcKinley residence at 1:20 and 
was borne into the First Methodist 
Episcopal church at 1:45. 
,Tbe services in the chnrch were 
simple. They began with the rendi- 
tion of &n organ prelude, Beethoven's 
funeral march, played by Miss Flor- 
ence Douds, As the last notes of the 
prelude were still in the air, the 
European I»adies' quartet, of Cantsn, 
sang "The Beautiful Isle of Some- 
where." Bev. 0, B. Millingan, pas- 
tot of the Pltst Presbyterian church, 
of Canton, delivered the invocation.

"The cause of this universal 


mourning is to be found in the main 
himself. Inspired penman's writing 
of Jonathan likened him unto the 
beauty of Isreal, could not be more 
appropriately employed than chant- 
Ing the lament over our fallen chief- 
tain. It does no violence to human 
sense nor is it fulsome 
eulogy to 


speak thus of him, for who that has 
seen his stately bearing, his grace 
and manliness of demeanor, his kind-

characteristic of our beloved presi- 
dent that men met him only to love 
him. 
'They might indeed differ with 


Mm, but in the presence of such dig- 
nity of character and grace of man- 
ner none fail to love the man. The 
people confided in him, believed in 
him. 
It was said of Lincoln that 


prob'ifbly no man since the days of 
Washington was ever so deeply im- 
beddexi and enshrined in the hearts of 
the people, but it is true of KcKin- 
ley in a larger sense. Industrial and 
social conditions are such that he 
was, even more than his predecess- 
ors, the friend of the whole peo- 
ple.

A MIGHTY PEOPLE 


Chicago, Sept ID.—The noises of 


a great city were hushed and its 
commerce suspended for a few mo- 
ments today while thousands paid 
heir last tribute to the memory 
of William McKinley. The silence 
was 'broken by only muffled bells 
tolling off the fifty-eight years of 
the dead president's life. 


During the forenoon services were 


held in nearly all churches and the 
virtues of William HcKinley as a 
man and us a president were sung, 


big memorial meeting will be 


held at the Auditorium this even* 
ing. 


Between 20,000 and 25,000 men 


marched in the funeral procession 
which followed a draped carriage. 
Its empty seats were more eloquent 
than words of the nation's loss. In 
thle carnage two years ago the pres- 
dent rode through loig aisles o.f: 
applauding people. 
TTnfurled near 


the carriage was a flag which had 
flown over the president on occa- 
sions of rejoicing in Chicago, in Can- 
ton and in Washington* In com- 
mon with other cities, all business 
not already suspended, stopped at 
2:30 p. m. for five minutes. For the 
first time in history the pulsing 
heart of Chicago's commerce ceased 
almost entirely, while sorrowing citi- 
ssens stood with doffed hata in re- 
spectful silence, Business generally

The gathering was determined 


upon at the special meeting of th-; 
city council Tuesday evening in re- 
sponse to a general desire that ther? 
be opportunity for a concerted ex- 
pression of sorrow and respect from 
tho whole people of Fort "Wayne. It 
was known that the citizns of the 
city would appreciate the opportu- 
nity -and in the response this after- 
noon there was attested the loftiect 
patriotism and the most universal 
sorrow in the hour of national ca- 
lamity. 


There has <baen no trace of politi- 


cal or sectarian lines or difference of 
opinion since CzoJg-css's murderous 
bullet was fired, and this afternoon 
sentiment united in a magnificent 
demonstration of patriotic devotion. 


CEOWB CAME EARLY. 


The throngs came early. Though 


the meeting at the Temple was placed 
at 2:30 o'clock, the doors were opened 
shortly after 1, and long before an 


hour had elapsed every available 
seat was filled, the doors were closed 
and the stream 
of humanity was 


turned toward the First Presbyterian 
and Trinity 
English 
Lutheran 


churches, where overflow meetings 
were to be held. 


The audiences waiting there and 


other throngs hurrying toward the 
churches listened to the measured 
tolling of the bells of all the Catholic 
churches in the city, which began 
shortly after 2 o'clock, and it added a 
deeper solemnity to the already sol- 
emn scene. This pretty token of re- 
spect was ordered by Bishop Alerd- 
in^, and every Catholic church in the 
iHoces" ** 7rt:-* VTryrif ^Jwrv*;? it. 


THE MAYOR PRESIDES. 


Mayor Berghoff presided at the 


main meeting at Masonic Temple, 
and us rapidly as the program was 
given the speakers hurried to the 
overflow meetings, so that in no case 
was an audience slighted. 


The City band rendered the open- 


ing selection and Rev. E. W. Allen, 
of the West Jefferson street Church of 
Christ, invoked Divine blessing upon 
the occasion. Rev. Dr. D. W. Moffat 
was the first of the speakers, ani he 
was followed by Col. R. S. Rooert- 
son. The Apollo quartet sang "Lead 
Kindly Light/' and Hon. W. P. 
Breen delivered an address. After a 
selection by the City band, an ad- 
dress was given by Rev. A. S. Pres- 
ton, of Wayne street M. E. church, 
and the quartet sang once more.

OTO MURDERED PRESIDENT. 
Rev. L* J. Motschman, of Christ's 


Lutheran church, spoke in part as 
ollows: 
"Dearly beloved, I know what 
nought fills your heart this morn- 
ng. 
It is that of our murdered 


resident* It is right that we weep 
with them that do weep. There is 
not a true son of America today who 
would not rather weep than ear. 
With sad hearts and bowed heads, 
et us look over this national catas- 
rophe and learn its lessons. In this 
sffort let us take the word of God as 
A lamp unto our feet and a light in 
rur pathway.' 
"I call your attention specially to 
he words of Paul in Romans, 
3:1-2, 'Let every «oul be subject 
unto the higher powers. For there is 
no power but of God; the powers that 


are ordained of God* Whosoever, 


therefore, rcsisteth the power, xeflist- 


eth the ordinance of God; and they 
that resist shall receive to themselves 
damnation.' 


In these words the holy apostle 


sets forth three great truths that 
may be studied with interest and 
profit at this time: 


THREE GHEAT TRUTHS. 


"1. Human governments .are or- 


dained of God.—'The powers that be 
are ordained of God, for there is no 
power but God.' 
By this is not 


meant that the particular form or de- 
tails of government are divinely or- 
dained. 
The forms and details are 


the choice of the people, but the au- 
thority to govern is from the Al- 
mighty. This great truth is not suf- 
ficiently recognized and applied by 
us as a people. 
It is true that we 


have even a United States supreme 
court decision, declaring1 that we are 
a Christian nation, but that God ha3 
ordained the pov/er to rule is nowhere 
said in our fundamental law. 
We 


only say. 'We, the neople. do ordain.' 
TVtis omission has utrlnubtedly been 
harmful to our development. 
It 


gives a wrong impression to many 
who come to our shores and to many 
who are born here. They think that 
this is a nation independent of re 
ligion, church and God. They con- 
found liberty with license. 


DISREGARD OF LAW. 


"Another thing should be spoken 


of here, and that is the gross, and in 
many places, even official and popu- 
lar disregard for law. There is ample

at home. What is true here is also 
true in the majority of the great 
cities of our laud. What cares young 
America for the majesty antl sacred- 
ness of lawP This is giving the most 
practical support to anarchy. 
As a 


people we cannot shake from us the 
humiliations of the appalling crime, 
which has cast a gloom over our fair 
land. It is a common remark, 'Keep 
these anarchistic foreigners from our 
shores." That is a good sentiment. 
We ought to meet every one of them 
with a neck-tie party. But remem- 
ber that it has not been the hand of 
a foreigner that has slain our presi- 
dents. Every one has fallen at the' 
hand of a native-born American. 
Booth, a young man. of 27, from 
Maryland, shot Lincoln; Guiteau, 
from Illinois, at the age of 40,. shot 
Gnrfield. and Czolgosz, a young man 
of 27, from Michigan, has slain Mc- 
Kinley. 
Young America has been 


the slayer of our rulers! 


"2. To resist human government 


is to resist Gcd,—*Whosoever. there- 
fore, resisteth the power, resisteth 
the ordinance of God.* No other book 
or religion more strongly enforces 
the duty to government than the 
Bible and the Christian religion. No 
active Christian is ever an anarchist. 
The teaching of anarchy is always 
infidel. They hate Christ, the church 
and government. They love atheism. 
There is something peculiar about the 
assassination of McKinley, He was 
purely the victim of anarchism. The 
first assassination that was the 
avowed work of the modern revolu- 
tionary anarchist was the killing of 
President Carnot in 1894. 
Every 


assassination, or attempt, since has 
been the acknowledged work of that 
diabolical organization. 


PUNISHMENT DEMANDED. 


"3. God will punish them who re- 


sist.—'They that resist shall receive 
to themselves damnation/ 
The in- 


tense sentiment which demands that 
the man who kills, or who attempts 
to kill, the president, shall receive 
the most extreme penalty possible for 
man to inflict, is in entire harmony 
with divine revelation. 
In fact, it 


teaches that with the end of life does 
not come the end of punishment, 
There has been too much mawkish 
sentimentality among us about the 
punishment of criminals. 
Divine 


justice demands punishment." 


Rev. Motchman was followed by 


the quartet choir and the sweet tones 
of "Rock of Ages" touched every 
heart, 
REV, J. W. BAILEY'S ADDRESS. 


Rev. 
J. Webster Badley then spoke 


as follows: 


"The words which fell first from 


the lips of the Kan -of 
Nazareth 


have leaped -across the 'centuries and 
rested on. the lips of our dying pres- 
ident. 
'Not my will but Thine be 


done/ On Calvary those who found 
it in their heart to inock Him even 
in that crucial hour spoke vrouds of 
larger meaning than they realized 
when they said of Christ, 'He saved 
others, Himself He cannot save/ 


"The stern lessons from the tragic 


events which have so swiftly trans- 
pired during the pa&t two weeks 
may-well be learned by every citi- 
zen of.this'land -and never forgotten 
They will be emphasized in 
the 


press; they vill be enunciated by 
the pulpit; history will point its 
unerring finger to them, and bid the 
American youth read and ponder. 


"William McKhilcy was loved not 


because lie was president, but be- 
cnus? of the manly qualities of heart 
and soul which made him a citizen 
of heaven even before the gates of 
pearl swung open to let him in. His 
station m life only afforded a larger 
opportunity to show what manner 
of man he was. As private citizen, 
as soldier, as governor, 'as senator, 
as statesman, as president, nnd as 
the devoted husband, he was ever 
the manly man, loved and beloved 
as such. 


"Was th*re 
ever a man, 
more 


deeply 'beloved and more sincerely 
mourned? 
All political differences 


are swallowed up in a common sor- 
row. 
Services of this character 


being held in every portion of our 
land and in other lands. 
Tender 


messages of condolence have been 
Hying like white-winged -ang-els of 
peace 
from all portions 
of 
the 


world. Kirgs nnd queens have wept 
with us. 
Widows have mingled 


their tears with 
the tears of the 


stricken wife, whose strong earthly 
support was so rudely taken away. 
The funeral train from Buffalo yto 
Washington and back 
to Canton 


moved literally between two rows 
of human beings, whose sad, tear- 
stained faces told the story of a uni- 
versal sorrow. 


"And tomorrow men will be lift- 


ing their faces, white and stem, and 
asking, 'Why this terrible tragedy, 
this sorrow, this awful suffering?' 
And confronting them will be this 
answer: 'An enemy hath done this/ 
An enemy to law and 
order. 
Art 


enemy to God and man. An enemy 
to every house in the land. 


"The mostrosity whose hand fired 


the fatal bullet will forfeit his life. 
But you know, my friends, as well 
as^I, that the spirit which animated 
him, 
and distorted his moral vision, 


and smothered every humane senti- 
ment in his heart, stili lives in the 
breasts of other men and >woxuen in 
this land of liberty, -It is the spirit 
of anarchy. And Atheism is its le- 
gitimate father. 
We may 
shoot 


down the_Boothj like dogs, and 
hang the Guiteaus, and electrocute 
the Czolgoszs (and this should be 
done as swiftly as the regular pro- 
cession of law will admit), but we 
have not yet reached the root of the 
matter. 
Such 
legislation may be 


enacted and should be enacted as 
shall make it difficult for an anar- 
chist to land at Castle Garden, and 
shall mako it a treasonable act for 
anyone to attempt to take the life 
of the president of the United States. 
The most effective police surveillance 
may prevail all over the land. 


Anarchy has shown us the best 


it has to offer. 
W-hen it h'as ful- 


filled its devilish mission it has com- 
mitted murder. 
'Destruction to all 


governments' is its watchword. By 
its fruits let it be judged. William 
McKinley will' still be leading us 
to victories. 
Though dead, he yet 


speaketh. His dying will clear the 
atmosphere of some of its skepticism 
and doubt. 
Nothing* is more true 


than that it is every man's privi- 
lege to carry out a divine purpose 
in his life. It was no fatalist who 
said, 'There is a time to live and a 
time to die/ And it was Christ who 
declared, 'The Son of Man goeth as 
it is written of Him, but woe to 
that man by whom the Son of Man 
is betrayed/ It had been good for 
that man if he had not been born. 


"I verily believe it may be as true 


of every man as it was of Jesus, 
who said to Pilate, *To this end was 
I bom and for this cause cnme I 
unto the world, that I should benr 
witness unto the truth/ 
The man 


whose memory we cherish gave us 
his true word 
of 'testimony. 
Ko 


cross-examination 
could 
break it 


down. 
No suffering could destroy 


his faith. This is your privilege and 
mine, to bear witness to the truth. 
This is freedom. 
'Ye shall know 


the truth and the truth shall make 
you free/ 
Amen/' 


The benediction was pronounced by 


Rev. Dr. Moffat. closing one of the 
most impressive services ever held in 
the city.

North Market street was a living,

Several regi- 
ments of soldieis were required to 
preserve a semblance of order. With 
guns advanced the men were posted 
'ilong the curbs and within the walks 
for half a mile in either direction, 
A platoon of soldiers 
was thrown 


across the gate leading up to the door 
of tho McKinley house and only those 
with a written permit from Secretary 
Cortclyou 
were permitted to enter 


the grounds. The vast throng was 
contented, however, to gaze at the 
curtained windows and at raie inter- 
vals to see some member of the fam 
ily or an attendant come to the porch 
outside.

HOURS BESIDE TRACK 


CANTON SPECIAL DETOURED 


John Bedson, a machinist at the 
tony Island shops 
of the Nickel 


Plate railroad, and son of J. H. Bed- 
son, foreman of the Nickel 
Plate 


roundhouse in this city, fell beneath 
the wheels of a Nickel Plate freight 
train at 7 o'clock this morning and 
had both feet cut off* The accident 
was not noticed by the crew of the 
train and the injured man lay beside 
the tracks until another section came 
along two hours and a half later. 


Bedson is only about eighteen yeari 


old and it is presumed that Jie was 
coming home to spend a day with 
tiis parents. He was riding between 
two cars of train No. 36, presumably 
on the bumpers, nnd, as he says, fell 
off. 
It is not known how he came 


to be riding in this manner, as he is 
entitled to free transportation as an 
employe of the road. The injury was 
so severe that young Bedson could 
tell little about the accident. "When 
the wheels passed over his ankles he 
was thrown to the side of the road 
and lay there until the second sec- 
tion came by at 9:30, when he'sig- 
nalled the engineer and was taken 
on board and brought to Hope hospi- 
tal. 
To prevent 
excessive loss of 


blood while lying besire the track 
Bedson bandaged one of his legs with 
portions of his garments and held the 
other with his hands. He exhibited 
wonderful fortitude while suffering 


<work on the Nickel Plate yesterday.

NATION IS IN MOURNING 


NATION'S MARTYR 


BORNE TO TOMR 


Final Scene of Great Tragedy is 
Enacted Among the Home Folk 


Who Loved Him Best. 


Canton, Ohio, Sept. 19.—The last 


rltea for the dead -were performed for 
•the martyred president of the "United 
States this af tern.oon. It was an im- 
pressive and sorrowful spectacle that 
marked the bearing to the tomb of 
the lamented William McKinloy. 


All" of the highest of earth's great- 


est nation were present to honor the 
dead and were humble in their grief. 
An imposing military and civic pa- 
geant escorted the body of the be- 
loved president 
to beautiful West 


Lawn cemetery. 


The funeral procession started from 


the WcKinlfly residence at 1:20 and 
was -borne into the First Methodist 
Episcopal church at 1:45. 
.The services in tho church wero 
simple. They began with the rendi- 
tion of An organ prelude, Beethovea'a 
funeral march, played by Miss Flor- 
ence Douds. As the last notes of tho 
prelude were still in the air, tho 
European .Ladies' quartet, of Canton, 
sang "The Beautiful Isle of Some- 
•whne." Bev. 0. B, Dffillingan, pas- 
tor of this First Presbyterian church, 
of Canton, delivered the invocation. 


DECOBATION OF THE CHUECH. 


The decorations of the First M. E, 


church, where the funeral services 
were held, -were elaborate and im- 
pressive. Over 4,000 yards of drapery 
were used. 
Over the front of the 


interior ntt the funeral party entered, 
covering the organ loft, there wan 
stretched from wall to wall paneled 
drapery black as midnight. It was 
of nuns veiling, fifty-two feet long 
and fifteen feet high. 
The panels 


were formed of -white satin ribbons 
two inches wide. 


The choir loft railing was richly 


hung with nun's veiling, arranged 
in" festooni, with silk drapery tassels 
between the festoons. 
The pulpit 


rostrum waa heavily covered with 
black cloth and the pulpit itself was 
draped with silk and crepe. 


An excellent portrait of the late 


president was fastened to the front 
of. the pulpit and was 
gracefully 


draped. 


THE VACANT PEW. 


The chancel rail and 
all of the 


woodwork about the 
front of the 


church was a mass of, blnck. Five 
ssate in front of the pulpit in the 
left middle aisle was the pew which 
was occupied by President McKinley 
when ho attended service. It is cov- 
ered with heavy black crape. Tha 
side walls of the church were hung 
with streamers and the overhanging 
,-irches with black streamers and fes- 
toons. 
Tho pillars 
between 
the 


auditorium proper and the Sunday 
school room -were in a stately black 
gnrb, relieved every few feet with 
narrow bands of white silk about 
them. The balcony front was heavily 
drnped and hung with festoons tied 
with silk drapery tassels. The points 
of vantage on the exterior and the 
tower were also draped in black and 
white. I'or three days 
and three 


nights a large force of men had been 
at;work in the interior of the church 
a Caging the decorations 
for the 


funeral esrviccs. 
Tho lost touches 


were added 
to the work late last 


night and then the doora were closed 
to the public and a guard stationed 
to prevent any of the eager visitors 
from entering1 the edifice until the 
hoitr set for the' funeral ceremonies. 


The nintleth Psalm -was read by Dr. 


John A. Hall, of the Trinity Luther- 
an church, of Canton, and that por- 
tion of.the fifteenth chapter of I. Cor- 
inthians, 
including- 
between the 


forty-flrat and fifty-eighth versos, 
•was redd by Rev. 32. H. Herbruck, of 


the Trinity Reformed church, of Can- 
ton. 


The favorite hymn of President 


McKinley, "Lead, Kindly Light," 
was then rendered by a quartet of 
two male and. two female voices. 
When this had been finished Dr. C. 
E. Manchester, pastor of the First M. 
E. church, delivered his address. 


THE ADDRESS. 


Tho funeral address was as fallows: 
"Our president is dead, 'The sil- 


ver cord is loosened, the golden bowl 
is broken, the .pitcher in broken at 
the fountain, the wheel broken at 
tho cistern. 
Th« mourners go about 


the streets/ 
One voice is heard—a 


•wail of sorrow from all the land; 'for 
the beauty of Isreal is sHll upon the 
high plains. How are the mighty 
fallen. I am distressed for thee, my 
brother. 
Very pleasant hast thou 


been unto me.' 


•*pur president is dead. We can 


hardly believe it. We had prayed 
and hoped and it seemed that our 
hopes were to be realized and our 
prayers answered, when the emotion 
of joy was changed to one of grave 
irmprehenslon. Still wft waited, for 
| ^,-0 said: 'It may toe that God would 
| be gracious and merciful i unto us.' 


j It Heeroed to us that it must be His 
will to spare the life of one so well 
beloved and.so much needed. 
Thus, 


nlternatinff between 
hope and fear 


the weary hours passed on. Then 
came the tidlnps of defeated science 
! and of the failure of love and prayer 
| to have its objects to the earth. We 
seemed to hear the faintly uttered 
words, 'Good bye, good 'bye. 
It is 


God's way. His will bo done,' and 
then 'Wearer My God to Thee.' So, 
nestling nearer to his God he passed 
out into unconsciousness, skirted the 
dark shores of the Sea of death for 
a time and then passed on to be at 
rest. His great heart had censed to 
'beat. Our hearts are heavy with sor- 
row. 


CAUSE IN THE MAW. 


"The 
cause 
of this 
universal 


mourning is to be found in the nvain 
himself. Inspired penman's writing 
of Jonathan likened him unto tho 
'beauty of Isrenl, could not be more 
appropriately employed than chant- 
Ing the lament over our fallen chief- 
tain. It does no violence to human 
sense nor is it fulsome 
eulogy to 


speak thus of him, for who that has 
seen his stately bearing, his gra-Do 
and manliness of demeanor, his kind- 
liness of aspect, but gives assent to 
this 
description of him. It woa 


characteristic of our beloved presi- 
dent that men met him only to love 
him. 
They might indeed differ with 


him, but in the presence of such dig- 
nity of character and Rrace of man- 
ner none fail to love the man. The 
people confided in him, 'believed in 
him. 
It was said of Lincoln that 


•probaWy no men since the days of 
Washington was ever so deeply im- 
bedded and enshrined in the hearts of 
the people, but it is true of McKtn- 
ley in a larger sense. Industrial and 
social conditions are such that he 
was, even more than his predecess- 
ors, 
the friend 
of the whole peo- 


ple.

THE MOURNING OF 


A MIGHTY PEOPLE 


Ohicag'o, Sept. 19.—The noises of 


a great city •were hushed •and its 
commerce suspended for a few mo- 
ments today while thousands paid 
their last tribute to the memory 
of Willi'am 'McKinley. 
The silence 


was 'broken by only 
muffled bells 


tolling oS the fifty-eight years of 
the dead president's life. 


During tho forenoon ssxvices were 


held in nearly all churches and the 
virtues of William McKinley as n 
man and as a president were sung. 
A big memorial meeting will be 
held '.it thn Auditorium this even- 
ing. 


Batween 20,000 and 25,000 men 


marched in the funeral procession 
which followed a draped carriage. 
Its empty seats -were- more eloquent 
than words of the nation's loss. In 
this carnage two years ago tho pres- 
ident rode through lo£g aisles of. 
applauding people. 
Unfurled near 


the carriage was a flag which hafl 
flown over the president on occa- 
sions of rejoicing in Chicago, in Can- 
ton and in Washington. 
In com- 


mon with other cities, all business 
not already suspended, stopped at 
2:30 p. in. for five minutes. 3Tc-r the 
first time in history the 
pulsing
